Noted Electrical Engineer Here En 

Noute Fairbanks Coal Ficids. 

Development Project. j 

California is the mother of long- 
distance power transmission accord- 
ing to Walter Clark, an electrical en- 
gineer of note not only in this country 
but also abroad. He arrived at the 
Van Nuys yesterday from South Af- 
‘Tica on his Way to Alaska, traveling 
from one extreme end of the earth to 
the other to carry out a project in 
which a number of California inves- 
| tors are extensively interested. 
“It was in Southern California that 
the original long-distance power lines 
were installed, and at about the same 
time those distributing. power from 
the Sierras to the San Francisco ter- 
ritory were also placed in operation,” 
he said. “From these have been pat- 
terned many of the long-distance lines 
in the world. In South Africa we 
will some day string our transmission 
wires for more than 700 miles in or- 
der to bring power to the Transvaal. 

“We are developing our power 
by means of steam plants, near Jo- 
hannesburg, at the mouth of the coal 
mines, so that the ‘coal is dumped in- 
to the instead of being 
shipped for miles. This gtves us 
cheap and effective electricity which 
adequately supplies the entire Rand 
district. Some day in the future the 
company will bring its power from 
Victoria Falls.“ 
Clark installed a 10,000 horse-pow- 
er plant at Dawson two years ago 
which furnishes a large territory with 
lights, operates Many of the dredges 
without and is operated eight months of the 
ear with waterpower and the re- 
not to it! mainder of the year with coal.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 15.—{Special Dispatch. ] 
The most extensive shift in the assign- 
ment of army officers in the history of 
the service will have taken place be- 
fore December 15 as a result of the 
provision in the new army bill uir- 
ing that no officer shall be absent 
from his line command for a longer 
period than two years in every six 
years. In order to adjust the assign- 
ments to comply with this fection 570 
military officers will be transferred 
within the next month. 

Mai.-Gen. Leonard A. Wood, Chief 
of Staff. has worked for several 
months readjusting the assignments so 
that the department will strictly com- 
ply with the law in this respect. Un- 
‘der the interpretation of the law by 
the judge advocate genera! it was 
found that there was no alternative but 
te order the transfers. 

WHAT THEY ARE. 

They are as follows: 

Eight from the general staff, sixty- 
seven from the quartermaster’s de- 
Dartment, sixteen from the signal 
corps, thirteen from the coast artillery, 
thirty-two from the army service 
schools, fourteen from the mounted 
service schools, fifty-five from the mi- 
itary academy, twelve from the mili- 
tary attache assignments and foreign 
military stations, nine from the school 
of musketry, twenty-eight/from the 
militia duty. twenty-two ffom college 
duty, twenty-one from regruiting duty, 
seventeen aide-de-camp / assignments, 
seventy-one from m Uaneous as- 
signments and 200 regimental and staff 

WORKS A HARDSHIP. 

_ While the law is unquestionably re- 
garded by many of the officers per- 
sonally affected as working a hard- 
ship upon them and an injustice to 
the service, it will remove a standing 
gtievance of many years among de- 
partment, post and regimental com- 
manders. Many of the grizzled critics 
of bureau influence and War Depart- 
ment favoritism will chuckle in glee, 
as will officers of field rank still on 
the active list. A good story, which 
was told for the first time in Wash- 
ington, today comes out of the West. 
illustrating the extent to which 
“leaves” and “detached for special 
duty“ were sometimes carried under 
the old e. 

Col. Cornelius Gardener, command- 
ing the Sixteenth United States In- 
fantry at San Francisco, was a few 
ye.rs ago in temporary command of 
the iargest post in the United States 
service, Ft. William McKinley. Just 
after the accident which placed him 
on the retired list, that fine cavalry 
officer, Gen. Winfield Scott Edgerly, 
came to be his successor after a bril- 
liant career almost wholly with the 
Seventh Regiment. Col. Gardener is 
one of the most exemplary officers in 
the service. He is particularly noted 
as a disciplinarian, as the rank and 
file at the western Presidio will doubt- 
less agree. 

COL. GARDENER’S “KICK.” 

Col. Gardener found many organ- 
izations shockingly short of senior of- 
ficers. In the case of one battery of 
artillery a “shave tail” represented 
the closest approach to straps. Col. 
Gardener made a report in which he 
drew attention to this analogous state 
of affairs, asking if, in the opinion of 
the chief of staff, a second Heutenant 
was deemed able to command a bat- 
tery. The report went through regu- 
‘lar military channels, reaching Manila 
next day, where Maj.-Gen. John F. 
Weston, afterward in command at San 
Francisco, was in command. To Maj.- 
Gen. Leonard Wood, now chief of the 
general staff, Jack“ Weston sent the 
report with this indorsement: 

“If a doctor can command a divi- 
sion; a grocer, a department, and a 
junior captain be eligible for promo- 
tion to brigadier-general, I see na rea- 
son why the second lieutenant should 
rote give a good account of his bat- 


Dr.“ Wood laughed as he sent the 
report along, “approving the preced- 
ing indorsement“ of “Grocer’.’ Weston. 
The man who fed with such skill and 
success the Porto Rican expeditionary 
forces as commissary general, the 
close friend of President McKinley, 
who declined promotion until it came 
of right, always enjoyed rounding off 
a joke at his own expense. But there 
Was general appreciation in the serv- 
lee of Col. Gardener’s “kick.” 

MORE RAILWAY PROSPECTS. 

Frank Helm, the Los Angeles pro- 

moter, has been in the city the past 
day or two, and was in conference 
at Hemet with W. F. Whittier, with 
whom Helm is negotiating for the 
taking over of all Whittier’s big 
interests excepting the Hotel Hemet 
and the Hemet Stock Farm.

It is under- 
stood that these bonds will be 
purchased by an English syndicate, 
which proposes to develop a tract of 
30,000 acres in the Hemet valley 
and to co-operate with other cor- 
porations in the construction of the 
proposed San Diego, Riverside and 
Los Angeles Railroad. 

The interests represented by He 
are presumed to have some sort of 
an option on the Lake Hemet water 
system, a system which has one of 
the highest impounding dams in the 
world. This would be valuable in 
developing power for the proposed 
rallroad.

VENTUR4 COUNTY BEET MEN 
CUTTING DOWN ACREAGE. 

Robert Oxnard in Address 

Out Method of Increasing Product 

Without Impoverishing the Soll. 

Coroner Says Men Were Burned to 

Death Accidentally. | 


VENTURA, Nov. 16-—The bis 
sugar factory at Oxnard will cease 
to operate unless the farmers of that 
section of the country turn more gf 


their lands into beet culture. In the 


past the factory has depended .some- 
what on outside territory to furnish 
beets, but such territory is now, to a 
great extent, being supplied with fac- 
tories and the Oxnard factory finds 
itself hard-pressed for beets with 
which to operate. 

At a meeting at Oxnard yesterday, 
called to consider the question of 
drainage, the session was largely given 
over to a consideration of the prob- 
lem as to how to keep the factory 
supplied with beets. Addresses were 
made by Robert Oxnard, one of the 
owners of the factory: by Maj. J. A. 
Drill, the manager; by Prof. G. Ben- 
sel, the chief agriculturist for the 
factory, and by others, and generally 
to the same purport. 

Mr. Oxnard said that the 
that beet culture impoverished the 
soil was an erroneous one; that ex- 
periments made proved the contrary, 
under a system of a rotation of crops. 
He said in many of the European 
countries, particularly Germany and 
Belgium, by the rotation system. in 
the last thirty-five years the average 
yield of wheat had Increased from sev- 
enteen to thirty-five bushels to the 
acre. 

The question of labor has been an 
annoying one to beet growers at Ox- 
nard, but Mr. Oxnard said that Maj 
Drill was now working out a plan 
for the establishment of a labor 
bureau for next season and that help 
would be at hand when needed. He 
did not, he said, expect ranchers to 
raise beets on first-class bean land 
at the present price the bean product 
commands, but that second and third- 
class land could be devoted to beets, 
rotated with other cro with pro- 
fit. He pointed to the fact that tour 
new factories had sprung up in the 
last three years in and Los 
Ankeles counties, and that producers 
quite naturally were loyal to local 
institutions and that the factory here 
must look for inore acreage at home.

Mulholland took no man's esti- 
mates but his own. He was not de- 
terred by the opi; of other en- 
gineers who figured\the cost all the 
way from $40,000,090 to $60,000,000. 
He planned shrewdly and builded ac- 
cordingly step by step. The biggest 
engineering task ever undertaken in 
the West has been put through suc- 
cessfully, ahead of the time limit and 
within the cost limit. Whatever ex- 


$23,000,000 appropriation will be to 
accomplish work not originally 
planned and to procure transmissible 
power which will be worth many 
times what it will cost. 

Up to last night the pecords of the 
engineers showed that the distance 
yet to be built was only a small frac- 
tion in excess of nine miles. In Octo- 
ber three and eight-tenths miles were 
bullt, and in September two and nine- 
tenths miles. The construction ts pro- 
ceeding this month at the rate of about 
three miles a month. There has been 
no cessation of activity with the ap- 
proaching end of the job and no cur- 
tafiment of forces. Fully “4000 men 
are employed now and this number 
will probavly not be lessened until the 
last blow has been struck. It was 
originally planned to finish the aque- 
duct in April. It t now practically 
certain that it will be completed be- 
fore March 1 and the date will more 
probably be February 15. 

Work on the delivery system from 
San Fernando dam and in connec- 
tion with the various rower projects 
will require severat months longer. 
It is.even possible that some parts of 
the system will not be undertaken at 
once because present needs do not 
seem to justify it. The system as a 
whole has been planned to adequately 
provide far into the future and every 
contingency which may arise when 
Los Angeles has reached and passed 
the million mark has been forestalled. 

FRANKLIN RESERVOIR. 

The big Franklin Canyon reservoir 
beyond Beverly will some time be an 
important part of the system. It may 
not be needed for some years.

Now with a saddle, it was 
different. A good cowboy saddle with 
California tree was worth about $65. 
Well, in the spring of 1868, with a 
bunch of seventeen cowpunchers and 
1500 head of &-year-old beef steers, I 
left Gainesville with the first herd of 
eattie driven north after the war. At 
that time there was nothing west of 
Gainsville. We crossed Red River 
at Whaley’s ranch, about forty miles 
fest of Gainesville and then went 
north to Ft. Arbuckle. We crossed 
the Arkansaas River at the junc- 
tion of the Big and Little Rivers, the 
present site of Wichita. From there 
we went due north to Abilene, where 
we sold the cattle. at $20 a head, 
having taken about three months to 
make the drive.

NIONITE WANTS 
LOCAL STRIKE. 


HARRANGUES SMALD AUDIENCE 
AT LABOR TEMPLE. 


Local unlonite bosses are proceed- 
ing to enroll new members in the va- 
rious building trades in accordance 
with the suggestion; of P. H. McCar- 
th, president of the State Building 
Trades Council, who has been in the 
city for several days. Inasmuch as 
there are thousands of independent 
workmen in Los Angeles, employers 
declare the projected strike will 
prove as much of a failure as the one 
of last spring. 
At the Labor Temple “mass meet- 
ing held Thursday night about fifty 
walking delegates and friends were 
present. McCarthy talked for two 
hours. He told the audience how 
San. Francisco dominated the build-. 
ing operations and declared that it 
was absolutely necessary to the pros- 
perity of San Francisco that Log An- 
getes be also a closed-shop town. 
He declared that the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition buildings would be 
bullt exclusively by union labor and 
that he and his associates would see 
to it that no independent contractors 
got any work. 
Howeyer, McCarthy admitted that 
the unfonites are not as strong now 
in San Francisco as they were sev- 
eral years ago. He said The Times 
had exerted a great influence against 
the “cause of union labor“ and that 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association of this city is a powerful 
factor against strikes and the solidari- 
ty of labor unlons in the South. He 
Also spoke of Secretary Zechande- 
laar being to Indianapolis 
to testify f the government. 
He declared that local unions ought 
to ralse money to help the defense. 
He made the astounding declaration 
that. even if the fifty-two defendants 
were guilty that they should have the 
aid of the California laborites just the 
same. He said the men now charged 
with the illegal transportation are 
“being perssented by the Erectors’ 
Association and the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association.” 
He asserted that the men now on 
trial are being prosecuted merely be- 
cause they are members of a union. 
He praised ©. A. Tveitmoe, his secre- 
tary. and induced those present to 
send a telegram to Tveitmoe, who is 
one of the co-defendants, giving him 
the moral support of the local labor- 
ites and assuring him that he is mere- 
ly the victim of a “plot.” 
The walking delegates were much 
disappointed at the lack of enthusl- 
asm at the meeting and told McCar- 
thy that unless the national organiza - 
tions sent plenty of money here there 
would be no hope of winning a build- 
ing trades strike.

by . Hardy W. Campbell, expo- 
nent of dry farming and scientific soll 
culture of Lincoln, Neb. Prof. Camp- 
bell first began his agricultural re- 
searches in the James River Valley 
in South Dakota thirty years ago and 
has experimented in many ways and 
with many different kinds of soil. 

‘He says that close adherence to sci- 
entific farm management will double 
and frequently treble the average 
profits from melde now in cultivation 
and will duce profitable crops on 
non-irrigable land. His lectures here 
will relate more partiqnlarly to condi. 
tions as they exist on the Pacific slope. 

The application of the Campbell 
system means thepreparation of the 
seed and root bed so it will contain 
the proper proportion of moisture and 
air for the liberation of the greatest 
amount of plant food through the 
medium of heat and light. In the 
semi-arid regions and in irrigated dis- 
tricte he says moisture should be 
stored in the soll in such a way that 
it ie available to the growing plants 
in the time of need. 

According to his experience and de- 
ductions vastly greater returns could 
have been obtained from many irri- 
gated fields in the past if one-third 
the amount of water had been used 
and the irrigation followed with the 
right kind of tillage.

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and will contain 35,900 cubie yards 
of concrete. The water will be re- 
ceived directly from the tunnel into 
this reservoir and here will be built 
a great power pipe line. With a fall 
of 275 feet, 7000 horse power can ul- 
timately be developed. At first the 
horse power deliverable will vary 
from 1000 horse power upward. 

The development of power at this 
point produces one of the city’s most 
valuable assets. Located so close to 
the city the loss in transmission and 
the consequent cost will be very 
small. 

The retaining wall for the matin 
reservoir is being built about three 
miles — of the tunnel entrance. 
It will extend from mountain to 
mountain 550 feet. The wall will be 
sunk te bedrock and will be of solid 
concrete. Excavation has now pro- 
ceeded to a depth of sixty-five feet 
and the engineers belleve they may 
have to go fifteen to twenty feet fur- 
ther.

STRANGE FUNERAL RITES. 

Belief That the Soul Continues Its 
Existence Is the Reason for Many 
‘Peculiar Death Customs. 

[London Globe:] Strange indeed 
are many ef the ceremonies attend- 
ing the disposal of the dead in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, and, fol- 
lowing the natural order of things, 
the more primitive the nation the 
more primitive its methods. The 
rudest mode now prevalent is that 
of simply leaving the body exposed, 
but the ways of exposure vary con- 
siderably. Some wandering tribes 
act on the maxim, Where the tree 
falls, there let it lie,“ and, leaving 
the dead behind, move their camp to 
tures new. The Wanyamwesl, 


owever, carry their dead into the 
forest to be devoured by beasts of 
prey, while some of the tribes of 
Guinea throw the corpse into the 
Sea 

The Kamchadales keep dogs to 
consume their dead, under the 
strange impression that those who 


are devoured by dogs will be the 
yond. The Parsees, although a cul- 
tured nation, place their dead in a 
round tower, called a tower of sil- 
ehce, and the vultures which make 
such towers. their habitation finish 
the work. In Dahomey it has been 
stated that a person whose body has 
been struck by lightning is hacked 
to pieces and devoured by the priests. 
Burial, of course, has many differ- 
ent forms, the simplest of which is 
perhaps the piling of stones or 
thorns over the body to keep off wild 
beasts. Some tribes bury their chil- 
dren by the roadside, so that their 
souls may enter into the bodies of 
the passersby. Burial in the earth is 
an earlier custom than that of cre- 
mation, embalming, or drying the 
body by suspending it from a tree, 
and many nations have more than 
one custom—for instance, merely 
burying their women, while the men 
are embalmed or dried. : 
An instance of several customs be- 
ing in common use in one tribe is to 
be seen among the Kalmucks; they 
either expose, bury, burn, throw the 


body into the water, pile over it a

She will not permit the occu- 
pation of Durazzo or any violation of 
the independence of Albania and 
Macedonia, which Von Berchtold 
hopes to tnduct as vassal] kingdoms. 

The Servian government has not 
directly answered the proposals of 
Austria nor has Servia given any re- 
ply to the note of M. Sazanoff, with- 
drawing Russian promises of warlike 
support. The Sazanoff note is de- 
scribed here as a political subterfuge. 
„Russia says the Neue Freie Presse, 
“is playing a deep game—selfishly as 
ever. Servia is merely being used as 
the most convenient stalking horse.” 

The octogenarian Emperor, Franz 
Josef, is bitterly distressed over the 
gravity of the situation. He is anx- 
fous for peace and urged Count Von 
Berchtold to make concessions. 
“They are no longer possible,” the 
Foreign Minister assured him; “if 
Servia persists, Austria must fight or 
face a revolution. The people de- 
mand war.” 

Wringing his hands and bowing his 
head, the Emperor exclaimed “Alas! 
then we are now in the hands of God. 
I had hoped to be permitted to end 
my few remaining days in peace.”

ASHINGTON,. Nov. 16.-— The 
secret of the almost complete 
failure of the supposedly. in- 
vincible Turkish army is not far to 
seek, in the opinion of officers of the 
general staff of the United States 
army.

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
WARS OPIUM RING. 


United States Secret Service Agents Running Down 
Wily Smugglers Who Resort to All Manner of Tricks 
in Their Endeavors to Throw Authorities Off Track. 


Strange Tales of the Worst Traffic on Earth. 


HEN John F. Boulbard, cus- 
W tom inspector, was murderous- 

ly attacked in a dark alley in 
San Francisco by a Chinese hatchet- 
man a short time ago, the oriental 
Apache who attempted the lite of 
the American government official was 
pald for the job by the opium ring, 
which wished to have “removed” a 


man who had done much to make 


the smuggling of prepared dope 
dangerous occupation. 

When San Francisco customs offi- 
cers who, after being tipped by cable 
from Honolulu, discovered opium hid- 
den in the hollow of iron stanchions 
supporting berths in a trans-Pacific 

r, the opium ring lost $20,000 
which its members were looking for- 
ward to as easy money. 

When, in the fog and drizzle, a dar- 
ing band of smugglers pierced the 
customs net at the Golden Gate and 
landed a consignment of opium worth 
$46,800, the opium chuckled. 
But the United 
has seized opium to the 
$600,000 at San Francisco, the 
past two years, so Uncle Sam still 
has the laugh. 

When more than 100 Gan Fran- 
cisco stevedores found themselves 
out of employment recently because 
some of them were suspected of act- 
ing as agents for smugglers the opium 
ring received a hard jolt.

In its 
efforts in this direction it has un- 
earthed not only thousands of tins 
of smuggled do but has discovered 
that a real opium ring exists. | 

ALL OVER. 

| The headquarters of this ring are 
in San Francisco., but the circle has 
agents scattered all over the Pacific 
Coast and throughout the big citfes 
of North and South America. It has 
spies, buyers, sellers and smugglers 
in Los Angeles, ‘China, Mexico, Can- 
ada. the Hawaiian Islands. and the 
Philippines, as well as in Northern 
California. Men and women of all 
colors pay their tribute to the ring, 
which disposes of the stuff of which 
dreams with a 0 
are made. 
Palatial ocean grayhounds and big 
freighters plying on the Pacific ocean 
form the chief means of communica- 
tion between the ring and its agents 
on the other side of the world. The 
Federal authorities are on the look- 
out for the smugglers all the time. 
The ring, of course, does not confine 

operations to the boats running in 
and out of San Francisco. It ships 
opium in and out of this continent 
by way of Canada and Mexico, and 
the government agents have to watch 
both borders as well ag the long Pa- 
cific Coast line in their efforts to 
break up the ring. It is believed that 
at present the greatest amount of

there at $10 a half-pound tin, and 
there was big money in getting it 
to San Francisco, where ft fetched 
$25 and sometimes more, and to 
Honolulu, where the price has been

WHO ARE THEY? 

Who are the men and, perchance, 
the women who compose the opium 
ring? John E. Wilkie, chief of the 
Secret Service Department, may be 
able to name some of them, but he 
is not doing so just yet. He person- 
ally directed investigations recently 
made at San Francisco, the object 
ef which was to break up the ring 
and get at “the higher-ups. It was 
forced upon him then that smaller 
opium rings operate within the big 
one and perhaps he feels that before 
he can get at the latter he must 
break the others. 

He has secret service agents, Fov- 
ernment attorneys, collectors of ports 
and others who are devoting much 
time to picking up evidence, prose- 
cuting offenders against the customs 
laws and thoroughly examining sus- 
picilous cargoes on Pacific liners and 
tramp steamers. 

In addition to the $500,000 worth 

of smuggled dope seized at the port 
of San Francisco in the 1 twenty- 
four months smalier prizes of con- 
traband have fallen into the hands of 
government searchere at Honolulu, 
Manila, Seattle, Los Angeles, on the 
Mexican and Canadian borders and 
elsewhere, while several understrap- 
pers supposedly connected with the 
great smuggling ring have been sen- 
tenced to pay fines and to serve vary- 
ing terms in n. 
In addition, several haughty and 
indignant captains of Pacific Ocean 
greyhounds have been hecvily fined 
by the Federal courts because opium 
has been found aboard their steam- 
eres. é 

The poppy contraband has been 
discovered in all sorts of curious hid- 
ing places on ships. In one case 4 
customs officer found some tins of 
the stuff in the captain's bed. They

William T. Rawlins, Collector of 
the Port Stackable and others in an 
endeavor to put down the traffic. 
They warred s0 day and 
night, particularly at night, and the 
seizures were so many, that China- 
town was fluttered to the flthiest 
cellar, several officers and subordin- 
ates on steamers were arrested, the 
grand jury was kept working over- 
time, and there were constant reports 
that “higher-ups” on the islands were 
in danger of being caught. , 

It was repeatedly stated that Moffit 
and Breckons had unearthed startling 
evidence of conspiracy implicating 
white residents of Honolulu as well ag 
Orientals but so far the government has 
managed to keep the nature of this 
evidence secret. However the fear

Breckons was informed 
over the telephone where the man 
Was going. Within an hour the stew- 
ard was arrested in the theater while 
in the act of dickering with a China- 
man for the sale of the stuff. He lost 
his job on the steamer, was fined 
$1000 and was reduced to penury all! 
because, as he expressed it, he 
thought it was an easy way to make 
$60 and he “needed the money.” He 
got out of paying the fine by declar- 
ing himself a pauper, but he can nev- 
er get another job with the big steam- 
ship company he worked for. . 
“HIGH COST OF DREAMING.” 
The price of opium has ren ever 
since the Chinese government issued 
an edict a few years ago against fur-- 
ther production of the poppy plant. 
It has further aviated owing to the 


in seeking to put down the smug- 
cling. Two years ago it was as low 
as $15 a tin in San Francisco. Then 
it jumped to $19. A little tater the 
customs authorities made a big sel- 
zure in the bilge bottom of a Japa- 
nese liner at San Francisco and the 
Price advanced to $25. Later d went 
up to $40 at the Golden Gate and 
$50 at Honolulu. In both places it 
now fluctuates, but never goes below 
$25. A seizure will send the price up 
at once, for the government destroys 
all the opium it can get its hand on 
and thus lowers the supply. 

Captains of steamers are becoming 
very watchful now and are doing all 
they can to aid the government in 
putting down the traffic. Stiff fines 
levied on them help to make them 
take precautions. At one time a fine 
of no less than $14,000 was hanging 
over the head of a captain of a Pa- 
cific Mail Uner owing, to 660 tins of 
prepared — being found on board 
his ship. ach tin was valued by the 
customs authorities at $25, the pre- 
vailing price in San Francisco when 
the seizure was made. The amount of 
the fine is fixed under customs regu- 
lations at the appraised vatue of the 
contraband. Upon the discovery of 
any opium on a vessel the master au- 
tomatically becomes llable to be called 
on to pay a sum equal to what the 
opium would have fetched had it been 
successfully smuggled. The captain of 
one Pacific Mall boat has petitioned 
the government to be relleved from 
paying a big fine. He asserts he used 
ordinary precautions to prevent the 
smuggling of opium. The secret serv- 
ice, backed up by the government, in- 
sista that extraordinary precautions 
must be used. In this case the dope 
was found under many tons of coal!

Barly in the new year the National 
Republican Committee will be called 
to meet by Chairman Hilles for a gen- 
eral conference at which the future.

The determination to abandon the 
proposed meeting on next Tuesday, at 
which the Republican Vice-Presiden- 
tial candidate was to be selected, is 
universally roved. With perhaps 
leas than a dozen electors to vote for 
a Republiean Vice-President it was 
idle to summon the committee. Nor 
is the present political situation as to 
the party's future so critical as to 
demand instant consideration. The 
Republican leaders feel that the party 
ie in no immediate need for advice, 
and a few months can well afford to 
be given to a careful study of condi- 
tions before the expert advisers are 
summoned. | 

The Republican party has no need 
for a corner. It has not met sudden 
death by violence. It is disfigured 
and badly winded beyond a doubt, 
but it still lives, It needs only a 
*lance at the returns to see that the 
American people are still true to the 
dominant policy of the Republican 
party, namely, protection to the 
American workingman. Gov. Wilson 
cannot claim that he has the “man- 
date of the people” to revise the 
tariff’ on Democratic lines, and so 
close the factories and drive Ameri- 
can labor to the souphouses. In 1892 
Grover Cleveland unquestionably 
*ould claim that the election was a 
mandate to revise the tariff on Dem- 
ocratic lines, but the American work- 
ingman last Tuesday evidently still 
held that mandate and its results 
fresh in his memory. 

PEOPLE DEMAND PROTECTION. 

The one great fact stands out 4n 
last Tuesday's election that a major-

THE CHIEF OF THE SPIES. 

In a sense, Albertus H. Baldwin is 
captain of the sples, common and un- 
common, stationary or itinerary. The 
consuls, officially, are employees of the 
Department of State. Mr. Baldwin, 
however, is permitted to call on them 
for information and copies of their 
trade reports go over his desk. So 
they are auxiliaries to his own staff, 
which numbers more than eighty 
men. Moreover, under a new law, 
he is to observe and help domestic 
trade within the United States—to 
keep tabs on sales here and abroad 
and to promote all kinds of business 
whenever and wherever he can. 

Furthermore, he is, when asked, 
to supply Congress with figures and 
the general state of matters, indus- 
trial and commercial, so that Con- 
gress, whether Republican or Demo- 
cratic, may write and enact a tariff 
law that will give this country full 
protection, incidental protection or no 
protection at all. The tariff board, 
just abolished by statute, collected the 
facts and interpreted them as well. 
Congress, hereafter, will send to Mr. 
Baldwin for the bare elements of a 
situation, such as rates of wages, 
cost of raw material and so on, and, 
reading its own meaning out of the 
data so transmitted, legislate accord- 
ing to its political lights and econom- 
ic prejudices, not to mention the or- 
ders or the threats it gets from home.

It concerti# something that has al- 
ready happened, some transaction or 
oecurrence in dispute which the courts 
are called upon to settle That is 
what courts of justice are provided 
for, and they are entirely suited to 
that purpose. But a labor controversy 
does not oFdinarily relate to what has 
happened: it relates, rather, to what 
fs going to happen. It looks to the 
tuture, to the wages to be paid, 
hours of labor to be required, to the 
conditions of service which shal! here- 
after obtain. Since the right to leave 
the service is undoubted, just as the 
right to fill the place left vacant is 
undoubted, it follows that the judicial 
is unsuited to labor contro- 
versies which affect the future.

Makes an Unexpected Discovery 
Within a Few Miles of the Institu- 
ten Itself and Knows No Way to 
Account for Them. 


{New York Times:] Conditions of 
life in the Ragged Mountains of Vir- 
Sinia, have been investigated by the 
Civic Club of the University of Vir- 
Sinia and the report it makes, shows 
an astonishingly backward  civiliza- 
tion existing within a few miles of the 
university itself. The committee di- 
vides the people of the Ragged Moun- 
tains into three classes, the first, the 
comparatively well to do, who live in 
fairly good houses, own land, and 
run an occasional small store; the sec- 
ond, the poor, who live in more iso- 
- fated sections in cabins, and the third,

Generate, living without regard to 
morals in miserable huts, each family 
eccupying only one room, and shar- 
ing thet with pigs and chickens. 

' Ragged Mountains, or the district 
known as such, lie in Albemarle coun-

tically all efforts to improve its con- 
dition. Whether these people are of 
a different stock, whether they came 
into the mountains at a different pe- 
ried and in different circumstances 
from the rest of the dwellers in the 
section, the committee could not dis- 
cover.

candlepower. The term ‘“sixteen- 
candlepower”’ was found to be a will- 
-o'-the- wisp. Candles themselves 
varied, and even the same candle was 
found to change brightness as much 
as 10 per cent., due to moisture in the 
testing laboratory, To secure an ac- 
curacy of even 5 per cent. many pre- 
cautions were necessary, while today 
measurements frequently agree to one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. The direct re- 
sult of this investigation is shown in 
the precision of electric lamps. The 
method by which this was obtained 
consisted in testing a great number 


of sample lamps. First, sample lamps 


were secured from leading makers, 
and the problem was studied. Then 
all makers were requested to submit 
lamps. Some were found to give con- 


siderably less light than that de- 


manded under the term ‘‘sixteen- 
candlepower.” After the investigation 


certificates were given to makers by 


the bureau by which they might re- 
adjust their standards. Today the 
bureau tests and samples approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 lamps each year for 
the government, besides selling se- 
lected standardized lamps which may 
be used as a guide to manufacturers 
in keeping their output up to their 
claims. To cite a specific case in the 
study of this matter, the arc lamps 
in Alexandria were recently found to 
give only about one-fourth the re- 
puted candlepower. A study of the 
case brought out the fact that the 


actual ormance of arc lam is 


usually only a fraction of the ver- 
tised candlepower, due to ignorance 
and the lack ef proper testing fa-

The Country Has a Wonderful 
History, the Present Dynasty Hav- 
fing Been on the Thréne for Two 
HWandred Years, Previous to Which 
It Was Ruled by a Prince-Bishop. 


{London Chronicle: ] No nation in 
the world has a more wonderful and 
engrossing history than Montenegro. 
It was born in battle: It arose out of 
the tragedy of the fatal field of Kos- 
o in 1389 when the Turk overthrew 
the Berb kingdom. Rather than bow 
te Ottoman rule, a large number of 
Serb families fied to the fastnesses 
against the Adriatic, and there for 600 
ears thd@ir banner of freedom has 
wn. And those centuries of war 
ie hammered the people of the 
ek Mountain info a nation of one 
eaiste—the warrior. Indeed, from 
Motitenegrin history we could scarcely 
expéct any other figure to emerge 
than that stalwart of the Middle Ages 
Whe is in the van of the latest assault 

The Montenegrins have had rulers 
after their own rt.— The present 
a@ynasty has been on the throne for 
over 200 years. For almost a similer 
lengthy period before 1697 the little 
country was ruled by a Viadika, or 
@lécted Prince-Bishop, but at last the 
mountain warriors decided to have a 
hereditary ruler. They chose Danilo 
Pétrovic, a descendant of a bend of 
Herzegovinians, who, 200 yeare before, 
nad sought refuge in Montenegro 
from the Turk. He lived in a little 
Village, Niegus. tying halfway be- 
teen Cattaro and Cettinje. No one 
who goes by that magnificent road, 
Which is one of the finest engineering 
feats in Europe, from the coast to the 
capital, but will have pointed out to 
him, with glowing pride, a village 
which at first he will note but with 
dificulty as it lies, chameleon-like, 
amid surroundings of like color“ to 
itself. 

CRADLE OF THE RULING HOUSE, 

For three or four hours the travel- 
ers vehicle winds up this strange road, 
which looks like a wind-blown ribbon 
fatien at random on a rugged, desolate 
_| and treeless region. A little beyond 
the Kerstac guardhouse a plateau is 

reached, and what the visitor believes 

at first sight to be heaps of rock take 
the form of a clean little village. 

Nijegus is the cradle of the ruling 

house of Montenegro. ‘ 

Between the first hereditary ruler 
and the present King there were four 
Princes; the last, Danilo II. who gave 
te his country the Danilo code of civil 
and religious liberty, was assassinated 
im 1860 and was succeeded by Nicholas 

I. The t ruler, who was born 
im 1841 at Nijegus, though only 19 at 
the time his uncle died, had acquired 
French in Paris and had studied Ital- 
jan and German at Trieste. But West- 
ern Europe gave him nothing but edu- 
cation to carry back to that little land 
he was to rule for so long and which 
he has said he would not exc 
wilderness of stones though it be, for 
the whole Balkan Penidsula. 

Nicholas I is a true Montenegrin. 
He is a warrior and a poet. In his 
younger days he was one of the best 
shots in a nation of expert riflemen. 
A fearless rider, not the least-fre- 
quented mountain path of his country 
is unknown to him. He has on move 
than one occasion proved himself a 
splendid general. Turkey has sent her 
finest riding soldiers in vain against 
him and his highlanders. He ex- 
tended the frontiers of the country in 
1878, cutting his way to the sea by 
the sword, and not even those who at 
Berlin and San Stefano played with 
frontiers as though the map of the 
Near East were a jig-eaw dared to 
euggest that the Montenegrins should 
be robbed of the frults of war.

Hie is adored by his people; he is 
their “father.” His palace at Cet- 
tinje is a most unpretentious place, 
amd before the setting up of a con- 

tution in 1906 he was often to be 

sitting in a chair on the steps 
leading to the royal dwelling, while, 
ond br one, came those of his sub- 
jects who had complaints or petitions 
to lay before him. The Montenegrin 
néw sadly misses this opportunity of 
having the ear of his ruler. In his 
heart of hearts the Black Mountain 
warrior cares but little for a consti- 
tution and a Skupshtina, since under 
them he is heard by Ministers and 
mot by his father.“ 

Today Nicholas I carries his 71 
years lightly. Time has turned his 
hair gray, makes him stoop a little, 
but he has still, fine physique, is 
capable of leading his nation to war, 
and he will do so. Of simple habits, 
he likes a cigarette and is, as the 
Americans say, “a chain emoker.” Of 
flashing eye, alert and slow of speech, 
he, is the typical Siav. this ruler who 
has sounded the first bugle-call which 
will bring a Slavic’ coalition face to 
face with their deadly foe. e has 
counted the cost, but it is a stupen- 
dous hazard. 

The population of Montenegro is 
roughiy a quarter of a million. From 
his 18th to his end vear every Mon- 
tenegrin is Hable to military service.

Every Montenegrin goes about 
armed. Farmers, most of them, work 
is an undignified affair for these men, 
whose joy is in learning how to fight 
and in fighting. One must admire 
this splendid race of fighters, living in 
one of the few unspoiled corners of 
Europe. Today they are roused as, 
perhaps, they have never been before. 
Seldom has Montenegro been 80 
thoroughly ready and so eager for 
war. Never has the “S’bogom!” (God 
be with you!) of those who remain 
behind to those departing for war 
been so fervently said as it will be 
now. Whatever may be the outcome 
of the conflagration which Monte- 
negro has started, whatever the rights 
and wrongs of the struggle, the world 
will watch how the brave people of 
the Black Mountain land fare in the 
trémendous trial of strength to de- 
cide which the Balkans blaze into red 
war.

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THE DRINKS WE DRINK. 


And Some of the World’s Famous 
Drinkers.

Very early in my journalistic career 
I noted that there were four things 
that men loved to talk about and read 
about: wine, women, wealth and war; 
all of. which subjects may be traced 


back as far as anything, thousands ot. 


years, in fact, before the birth of 
Christ, while allusions are made to 
all of these subjects throughout the 
Bible, from Genesis to Revelation. 
The custom of wine- and 
wine-drinking, according 
sculpture and painting, commenced at 
the beginning, thousands of years, 
probably, before the story of Eden, 
the Egyptians being undoubtedly the 
first people who squ out the 
juice of the grape, which they did 
by treading the fruit with naked feet 
—which, by the way, was performed 
in places in Los Angeles, San Diego 
and San Bernardino counties as late 
as. sixty years ago. Wine was the 
ordinary beverage of the Egyptians 
and the Hebrews, the Thracians and 
Campanians, the Persians and Les- 
bians, and the Greeks and 
hundreds of centuries before man 
studied the constellations or dreamed 
that the earth was round and re- 
volved fully every twenty-four hours. 
It ie true, also, that wines have al- 
ways been adulterated or saphisti- 
cated, as the early Egyptians fortified 
their juices with resin or bitumen, 
while the early Israelites mixed their 
wines with honey or with the juice 
of the pomegranate; and the Greeks 
and Romans blended their wines with 
juices from hydromeli, m seed, 
medilara, pomegranates, mulberries, 
omphacomeli and figs, and with salt 
water: Pliny and Horace,.Homer and 
Tiberius have told us of all these lat- 
ter methods. The choicest wine of 
the Romans (the Falernian) was 
one-third sea water, and was. only 
used at pretentious banquets; Seneca 
and Augustus, Antony and Apicus 
and Cossus and Alexander used to 
get drunk on Falernian wines and 
sometimes remain drunk for weeks 
and months. Tiberius and Piso, in- 
deed, according to Seneca, have lain 
drunk for a whole year on Falernian 
wine. Cato, too, according to Seneca, 
was drunk every day for ten years, 
and scores of Roman statesmen were 
taken to the Senate daily Stupidly in- 
toxicated, while Cicero's chiefest am- 
bition was to be regarded as the 
greatest drunkard of his time. 


The wines of a later day. made in 
Italy, Greece, Spain, Portugal, Ger- 
many, France and Madeira, were un- 
sophisticated and unadulterated, but 
they were given a strength to pro- 
duce drunkenness; and this was par- 
ticularly the case with all red wines 
exported to Russia and England a 
thousand years ago. 

Then there came a time when Italy, 
France, Germany, Spain and Portugal 
produced light, pure wines for table 
use, which were made to be drunk 
instead of water. Later, all these | 
countries produced dishonest wines 
for home use and exportation; but 
during the past fifty vears, no strict- 
ly pure wines except champagne are 
made in any of these countries for 
exportation.

peror of Austria obtains an unadul- 
terated Tokay; that the Kaiser is pro- 
vided with an honest German wine, 
and that the table of the King of Italy 
is provided with a pure red wine, 
but none, others. Twenty years ago 
a committee of the House of Com- 
mons reported that nine-tenths of all 
the sherry consumed in England was 
manutactufed by chemicals and water 
at Hamburgh, and that not a bottle of 
unadulterated sherry left Spain, nor 
a bottle of unadulterated port came 
from Portugal; and ten years later 
a committee of Frenchmen reported 
that not a bottle of unadulterated 
wine was produced in either the Bor- 
deaux or the Burgundy district. 

As a matter of fact, the President 
of the French Republic is compelled 
to drink an adulterated or watered 
Burgundy or claret, and he is aware 
of the fact. Twenty-five years ago 
someone remarked to Gladstone that 
during the Parliamentary session of 
1887 there had been served to mem- 
bers 7800 luncheons, 10,000 dinners 
and 6000 bottles of sherry and port; 
and that there were 100,000 bottles of 
sherry and port still remaining in the 
cellars of the House of Commons; to 
which Gladstone replied: “Yes, and 
in that collection of 100,000 bottles of 
sherry and port there isn’t a bottle 
that came from Oporto or Cadiz!" 

Disraeli was not much of an eater 
or wine-drinker; and his attention 
was once called to the fact that the 
sherry so largely consumed by the 
rich and the poor of London was not 
sherry at all. “I know it,” replied 
Disraeli, but I use it moderately be- 
cause it is stimulating and does not 
kill. I am not a judge of wine, at 
any rate, and therefore I do not lay 
down any law. I am fond of a little 
French bandy once in a while and I 
am not averse to a glass of gin. These 
are all adulterated, I undérstand, and 
I dislike their fumes. But a glass or 
two Occasionally seems to do me no 
harm that I know of, and braces me 
up.” 


Victoria kept what she believed to 
be choice collections of Madeira 
sherry and port at James Palace, 
Windsor Castle and Balmoral. 
believed them to be the purest and 
most precious in England, but John 
Bright astonished the Queen one day 
by telling Her Majesty that she did 
not have a bottle of pure sherry in 
any of her cellars. “Your sherries 
and ports,“ exclaimed Bright, “are 


on the banks of the 
Thames. “But how about my sau- 
ternes and Chateau Yquems!" the 
Queen inquired. They have all been 
doctored,” replied Bright, “but they 
are harmless." 

Prince Albert did not care for 
sherry or port and claimed that all 
the wines and liquors consumed in 
London were adulterated. But he

purchased at Warsaw or from an 
agent of Warsaw Tokay. He some- 
times used such Medocs as St. Julien, 


at dinner, while the Queen indulged 
in either sherry or port. There is no 
such wine as Warsaw Tokay at the 
present time, Hungary and California 
being the only two countries where 
this aromatic wine is produced, and 
4t is only drunk as a table wine in 
Austria and Hungary. 

Some forty odd years ago 
long conversation with Gen. Ben 
ler concerning wines. He was the 
biggest champagne drinker in the 
United States, and has been known 
to get away with twenty-four bottles 
in twenty-four hours. He was also 
fond of a good Burgundy or claret, 
but claimed that all table, as well as 
sweet foreign wines were adulterated. 
He said that a good drinker should 
be able at the first taste to recognize 
any wine. at the second the quality, 
and at the third the age; that a good 
taster should know to a nicety what 
delicacy and vinosity denote; and then 
he dilated on what he termed the old 
“comet wines,” which I had never be- 
fore heard of.

Senator Simon Cameron was an ex- 
cellent judge of wines, and especially 
of champagnes. I remember he said 


to me once that “no red wine should 


be bottled on a muggy day; weather 
has a good deal to do with the bot- 
tling of wine.” He also said: “A good 
many people believe that the longer 
a wine is kept the better it is: no 
wine-maker will tolerate such non- 
sense. okay is the only wihe that 
improves the longer it ls kept. Cham- 
pagne reaches its best flavor one year 
after it is bottled; from that time on 
it loses what it has gained. French 
clarets reach perfection in twelve 
years; Burgundies should be given 
four. California still wines should be 
given at least ten years and Chianti 
from ten to twelve years.“ 


— — 

The great foreign table wines of 
fifty and an hundred years ago have 
about passed away. To be sure “Old 
Duff Gordon Sherry” still maintains 
its place on the menus of American 
first-class hotels; but there is no such 
thing even in Spain as Did Duff Gor- 
don Sherry.“ “Chateau Lafitte’ and 
“Chateau Rothschild” may often be 
seen on top-notched menus, but there 
are no such wines. The once re- 
nowned Monhachet, the finest white 
Burgundy, still holds its place on 
some menus, but it is seldom found 
in France and never comes to Amer- 
ica. A pretty fair Chablis sometimes 
comes our way, but it is not as honest 
as that made in California. There 
are some white Burgundies made in 
Italy and Australia; but they, also, 
do not compare with those produced 
in California. The same may be said 
of Chateau Yquem. Australia is pro- 
ducing a Chablis and a red Bur- 
gundy betraying all the fascinating 
characteristics of these wines of 
France and obtained medals at the 
Columbian Exposition and at the 
Paris Exposition of 1990. Most of 
these wines go to Great BPritatn. for 
the Englishman, while abandoning his

These statisticians 
are all mistaken, for, as a matter of 
fact, the largest vineyard in the world 
is what was until his death, known 
as the Leland Stanford vineyard, in 
Tehama county, which fs 3000 acres 
larger than any in Europe; and the 
largest vine in the world is that near 
Santa Barbara, which has yielded as 
many as 23,000 bunches of grapes 
in a single season, while the big- 
gest yield of the second largest vine 
in the world, about twelve miles up 
the Thames from the Parliament 
buildings, has never given in a sin- 
gle season beyond 1600 bunches 
What is termed the bouquet of wines 
is largely imagination; nevertheless 
some wines do carry a bouquet which 
is positively bewitching: and some- 
times this bouquet is natural and 
commences in the fermentation; but 
oftener an excellent aroma is a cir- 
cumstance of the must, alded by ar- 
tistic stertl on, This latter was fre- 
quently the case with old-time French 
clareta and Burgundies, and honest 
ports and sherries. All honest wines 
possess a fragrance, more or less, 
which, in many cases, is a growing 
bouquet, with our California wines 
iy, with our clarets and sau- 
ternes produced in Napa, Sonoma, 
Alameda Santa Clara and Contra Cos 
ta counties.

I think the same may be 
said of Australia, and of the new 
German wine-makers of Hebron, Jer- 
usalem, Bethlehem and other parts of 
Palestine, where the soll, is strong 
and a good stiff alcoholic wine is 


produced. 


It may not be generally known 
that hundreds of barrels of Califor- 
nia clarets are shipped to Bordeaux 
annually, where they are chemicapy 
treated and watered and then sent 
back to California and oth¢ States 
in French bottles, in French cases, 
with French corks and French la- 
bels. and called Chateau Margaux, 
Chateau Lafitte and St. Julien, and 
sold at $2 per bottle. This informa- 
tion I obtained from Kohler & Froh- 
ling, Arpad Haraszthy and others, en- 
gaged in the business, some twenty 
years ago; and since then I have 
visited Bordeaux and witnessed the 
arrivals of new California wine from 
Sonema, Napa and Alameda coun- 
ties for the purposes above name 
California Riesling is also shipped to 
Hamburg. where it is similarly man- 
ipulated and returned to the United 
States as a crackerjack German wine 
at from 320 to $30 r case.

AT SMITHFIELD. | 
The time came when a live cattle 
market in the heart of London could 
mo Yemger be tolerated. So the dead 
meat markets were established at 
Smithfield and the present buildings 
were erected in 1860 at a cost of $10,- 
060,000. All rentings in the market 
are weekly, the charge averaging 4 
cents per mare foot for ground 
timas and of water. Hen 
that a tu ther charge of a cent for 


every forty-two pounds of meat, 
poultry or provisions is made on all 
that enters the market. 

‘The scene here between 6 and 11 
in the morning is impressive in its 
stir and activity. Compared to the 
quieter.doings of the great fruit and 
Vegetable market of Covent Garden 
London's meat emporium is a throb- 
bing hive—and a cleanly one, too, for 
the inspection of the mrket and the 
meat is very stringent. There are 
622 stalis or shops, of which 400 are 
wholesale, and over 10,000 men are 
employed in the markets. Nearly 
halt the imported meat consumed in 
the whole of the United Kingdom is 
dealt with at Smithfield. Last year 
435.316 tons of meat were thus 
handled, on which tolls were paid to 
the tune of over $733,560. Of this 
the fresh killed supplies totaled 
154,041, including the live stock im- 
ported and killed at the Deptford 
sinughter-houses. Real English sup- 
piles were only 86,870 tons. 

Nowadays the cold storage com- 
panies handle most of the supplies, 
and South America, New Zealand and 
Australia are the lands of origin of 
the greater part of it. No less than 
80 per cent. of the supplies are 
brought in refrigerated chambers 
from overseas and the last official re- 
port givea the startling fact that the 
whole supply of foreign imports, 
“London's mainstay as regards meat, 
depends upon open, unobstructed 


of six-weeks’ duration.” The 
United States up to ten years ago 
produced 41 per cent. of these sup- 
plies, but “the population and re- 
quirements appear to have overtaken 
that country’s surplus meat produc- 
tion, ang it may safely be said that 
the Unit States of America, in par- 
ticulur for domestic needs, is within 
measurable distance of becoming a 
compefitor with ourselves for the 
output of South America.” 

DUTCH MEATS. 

Formerly, too, the continent of 
Europe used to loom largely as a 
supplier to London's meat market, 
but Germany now eats the products 
of Schileswig-Hoistein herself. Only 
from the Netherlands does consider- 
able meat now reach London, and 
these supplies are in admirable con- 
dition; indeed, after the Scotch, 
Dutch mutton, veal and pork are con- 
sidered the best in the market. For 
the future Australia and South 
America are mainly looked to for 
supplies—til! they, too, are exhausted, 
and then what is to be fed to the 
Great maw of the metropolis no one 
knows. Australia and New Zealand 
supply already most of the mutton, 
while the Argentine sends nearly half 
the beef. As the meat shortage in 
Germany, France, Austria and Italy 
is driving those countries into the 
market as buyers, there is keen com- 
petition coming for the world’s avafl- 
able meat product. 

It was not further back than 1880 
that the first consignment of frozen 
meat was imported—about thirty 
tons in all. The London corporation 
did not grasp the importance of the 
new development, with the result 
that they let private companies step 
in with cold, storage accommodation 
and today a rich reward is being 
reaped by these concerns, for there 
are now over 200 specially fitted 
steamships engaged in the trade, 
capable of carrying 13,000,000 car- 
cases. To accommodate this huge 
bulk of frozen meat there are thirty 
large cold stores within the city 
area, able to accommodate over 
3,000,000 carcases; but the strike in 
the early summer demonstrated the 
need of more and it is being urged 
that the corporation should provide 
them. 

Besides the central meat markets 
the corporation has public slaughter- 
houses and chillrooms at Islington, 
built at a cost of $300,000, designed 
to secure the most cleanly and hy- 
gtenic methods. In these 37,670 cat- 
tle, 101,646 sheep, 11,722 calves and 
$4,981 pigs were slaughtered last 
year. All carcasses, whether killed 
in England or not, are inspected and 
if found in any way unsound are 
condemned to be destroyed. This is 
done by throwing them into a huge 
machine along with the inedible of- 
fel, subjecting them to steam pressure 
and then crushing. them into powder 
for agricultural fertilizing purposes, 
Whatever offal parts are edible, how- 
ever, are sold to the poor, and it is 


calculated that the edible offal of a. 


steer provides a meal for forty peo-

Y 
FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 
So much for London's enormous 
meat bill. As to fruit and vegetables 


‘the markets are more widespread. 


Covent Garden is, of course, the 
most famous and most important and, 
as an early-morning spectacle, draws 
every visitor to London who can rise 
early enough to its locality. But it ts 
by no means the only market. There 


are others at Spitalfields and Strat- 


ford in the Fast End, the Borough, 


south of the Thames, and at Kew, on 


the west. But these are mainly for 
the rougher supplies——potatoes, cab- 
bages and the like—that are brought 
in by wagon overnight from farms in 
Kesex, Kent and Middlesex. Covent 


Garden remains the clearinghouse of 


all the continental produce, and the 
finer supplies of home-grown fruit, 


vegetables and flowers. 


Covent Garden was once attached 
to Westminster Abbey and was then 
known as Convent Garden, but on the 


dissolution of the monasteries this 


garden. together with a neighboring 


field known as Seven Acres, now called 


Lengencre, was given by Edward VI 
to Edward, Duke of Somerset, and. 
when that dignitary was condemned 
in 1652, they were transferred by the 
monarch to John, Earl of Bedford. 
who built a house at the bottom of 


what its now Southampton street, 


leading from Covent Garden to the 


Strand. Ever since that time the 


Bedford family has heid the place, 
and today the present Duke of Bed- 


ford draws a huge income from this 
and the adjacent neighborhood, 
amounting. some say—though no def- 


mite figures are available—-to close 
on $10,000,000 a year. In the mar- 
ket itself he not only draws rents 
from stand-holders, but exacts a toll 
on everything sold there: and, as he 
owns all the property round about, 
he can enforce his rule of having no 
competing interest within half a mile 
of the market.

Every wagon sent to Covent Gar- | 


den with produce is charged not less 
than 25 cents, while the stands on 
which the growers display their sam- 
ples are charged 25 cents a day. The 
regular tenants of stands on the mar- 
ket pay not only 26 cents per square 
foot of space, but a varying charge 
on the produce, of whith a few sam- 
ples will suffice—carrots, 36 cents per 
score dozen bunches; potatoes, 4 cents 
a sack, and garden fruits, 28 cents a 
bushel, Thus does the Duke of Bed- 
ford take toll on every dinner plate 
in London. 

The origin of the market was cas- 
ual. People used to come to sell 
goods in the Convent Garden Square, 
around which the famous architect, 
Inigo Jones, built houses for the Bed- 
ford family, and gradually the mar- 
ket grew from that. There-was only 
one bridge over the Thames in those 
seventeenth-century days, but the 
building of Westminster bridge led to 
the final establishment of the mar- 


generations, however, very mean 
structures, so in 1827 the Duke of 
Bedford obtained parliamentary pow- 
ers to rebuild the market and the 
foundations of the present market 
were definitely laid. 

Formerly the market was mainly 
supported by growers, who sent their 
produce in by wagons, and some still 
remain. They are the only annual 
tenants of the Duke in Covent Gar- 
den. But the tendency of recent 


wide, has been for the growers to be 
represented by dealers or commission 
men, who are mostly weekly tenants 
of their stands. Some of them have 
so earned the confidence of retailers 
that the largest orders are handled 
with the least talk. Two things, in 
fact, are apt to disappoint the visitor 
to the early market—the absence of 
the street traders, or costers, and their 
barrows, and the comparative calm of 
the market transactions. Yet the man 
who is going so quietly from dealer 
to dealer is very likely placing rapid 
daily orders worth many thousands of 
dollars and is on his way home again 
in half an hour. 

As for the coster, he usually comes 
after the fruit-store buyers and hotels 
have finished buying. He is often a 
good purchaser “at a price.” That 
means that he can handle a big quan- 
tity from his donkey -carts, but it 
must be cheap. So when a dealer 
has a big lot over after the ordinary 
demand is finished, or a consignment 
of strawberries or bananas in danger 
of becoming over-ripe, he gets in 
touch with the costers, sells them the 
lot at a low figure and they peddle 
the fruit from door to door for quick 
‘consumption. 

But this generation is to see the 
last of the street traders, so far as 
the “square mile” of city is con- 
cerned. Traffic congestion has made 
their presence on the street un- 
desirable, so there has just been put 
in force a law compelling all such 
traders to wear an official badge and 
obtain a permit. But as on the death 
of the present holders the permits 
will not be reissued, street trad- 
ing—one of the m ancient of Lon- 
don occupations—will speedily disap- 
pear. 


“PETTICOAT LANE.” 

There will remain, however, the 
people's markets in the by-streets out- 
side the city area, chief of which is 
in Middlesex street, formerly known 
as Petticoat Lane, close to Aldgate. 
This is a Sunday morning market, 
thronged by East End Jews, and cov- 
ers every article of food or utility 
from shellfish to silk handerchiefs. 
Indeed, tradition states that the un- 
| Wary visitor may have his belongings 
way and stolen again before he 
emerges at the other end of the lane. 

Equally interesting to the London 
visitor is the peddler’s market, held 
every Friday afternoon on the cattle 
market at Islington. To the corner 
of the metropolis all the oddments.

NOTABLE FISH. 

But the fish market its as notable 
as ever. Last year there were about 
a million tons of fish disposed of 
there, of which 64 per cent. came by 
railroad and 36 per cent. by sea. Great 
steam vessels follow the fishing fleets 
that rove around the coast of Britain 
and convey their catches to Billings- 
gate. In this connection one of many 
curious facts of ancient foundation 
may be mentioned. There are always 
two Dutch ell boats just on the 
Thames side of Billingsgate market. 
oer a hundred years ago, the right 

as given for two such boats to be 
located there, but the fear of the 
owners is that if they ever vazated 
the location they would lose it; sv ev- 
ery night two laden eel boats come 
in from Holland and the two empty 
ones slip out, to return with another 
cargo later on. Rents and tolls at 
Billingsgate bring in nearly $175,000 
a year, and 1200 porters, with their 
distinctive leather headgear, are em- 
ployed in the market. N 

WHEAT SUPPLY. 


Canada is regarded as the most 
truthworthy source of wheat supply 
and last year the dominion sent 
abroad more wheat than any other 
countfy in the world. But England 
does not take it all. In fact, only 
38 per cent. of England's food comes 
from British possessions. Englishmen 
eat 130 pounds of meat per head en- 
ery year and 343 pounds of wheat and 
flour. Thirty per cent. of the butter 
used is home produced; more than 
half the cheese is Canadian. The de- 
creasing production of butter and 
cheese in England is due to the in- 
creasing demarid for fresh milk, the 
supply of which annually has to be 
augmented by 120,000 gallons from 
France and Holland. Adding con- 
densed milk, England consumes 900, 
600,009 gations of milk every twelve 
months.

Elsie, hidden 
away on her island, escaped any actual 
chemical contaminations while undergoing 
the mental disorders of approaching ster- 
ility. Her former friends, who reappear 
in this sequel, are not beset by any such 
good luck. Magna desérts her husband, 
retires to the country and gives birth to 
an illegitimate child; Lili, aided by Elsie. 
calmly commits suicide after having es 
caped extra-marital pregnancy only 


through the death of her lover; Jeanne, 


that ravishing Titian maid who accom- 
panied Elsie in exile, bears an illegitimate 
child whose father is none other than 
that idealistic gentleman, Joergen Malthe, 
who came to Elsie on her island, ate sup- 
per, and went away without indulging in 
those sexual amenities which, we implied, 
were the purpose of his visit. 

Perhaps, however, the point which Mme. 
Stangeland endeavors to make in this new 
and sardonic fiction is the regeneration of 
post-menopause existence through the 
adoption of a street gamin. At any rate, 
this was Elsie’s method of self-resurrec- 
tion. In New York she mothers the youth- 
ful and temporarily crapulent Kelly, an 
orphaned “newsy,” hustles him to Copen- 
hagen, and spends her days in his behalf, 
finding solace in her maternal activities. 

The book will never be so popular as 
“The Dangerous Age —not because it is 
less interesting, but because it is in bet 
ter taste.

NATURE E STORIES. 


{Tit Bits: ] Sometimes a horse af- 
ter an illness turns a different color. A 
lady in France who possessed a splen- 
aid sorrel horse found on its recov- 
ery from typhoid fever that its sparse 
hair grew an intense black. 

A young black horse trained for the 
race course was recently taken Hl, put 


out to pasture and doctored for some 


time. It ultimately recovered and 
Was as well as ever, but ite shining 
black coat had become an unusually 
Sparkling red. A young lady in 
America at sixteen possessed a chest- 
nut horse, went away to a boarding 
echool and on her return found that 
the color of her horse was changing 
as she called it, “like a regular check- 
er board,” with no Gefinite iliness to 
account for it. 

Veterinary surgeons give all sorts 
of explanations for the changes of 
color observed inthe hair of the 
horse. One at the Pasteur Institute 
in Paris has announced his opinion 
that the coloring matter is affected 
by little changes in some minute and 
mysterious organs in the abdomen 
answering to the suprarenal capsules, 


‘When these are affected the horse un- 


@ergoes some developmental change 
thé nature of which is not yet pre- 
cisely understood. 

The game thing to some extent is 
noticed in the skin of man. Cobalt 
mines seem to affect workers, to tint 
their complexions and to change the 
color of their hair, and this also hap- 
pens in factories where fiyestuffs are 
handled, the hair vf such men and 
women often taking on a distinct 
bluish tint. Braziers and copper 
gemelters now and then find their 
beards and mustaches turning green.

Musical Legs and Wings. 

[Woman's Home Companion: 
Many of the little folks of field and 
forest have fine musical instruments 
and play on them night and day for 
three or four months of the year. The 
long horned grasshopper, or true Katy- 
did, is the leader of the band. , 

He has two sets of wings, the ou 
ones used for flying. the inner ones 
make up the bow and fiddie. Near 
the base of these inner wings is fast- 
ened a set of strong veins. When he 
moves them so that the veins on each 
wing rub together it makes a funny 
little wiry sound, and that is what is 
called “grasshopper’s fiddling.” 

Our common little green grasshop- 
per is another fine player. His fiddle 
is attached to one wing, and he uses 
his hind 1 for a bow. On this leg is 
a line of little beadlike lumps, from 
each of which grow a number of fine 
hairs. When Mr. Grasshopper draws 
this leg back and forth over his wings 
—— love songs trill out on the summer 


His poor little mate tries hard to 
make the same kind of music; she 
goes through the same motions, but 
can never produce a single sound. She 
never grows discouraged, but keeps it 
up night and day; and I suppose her 
lover takes the will for the deed and 
loves her just the same. 

Another first-class fiddier is the 
cricket. His tune is loud and shrill. 
One tune by night, one by day, is his 
rule. He has even been known to 
change his note when the clouds dark- 
ened the sun for a while in the day. 
Some insects beat little drums when 
they want to make music. 

The seventeen year locust has two 
tiny drums fastened to his abdomen. 
They are fixed firm and tight, and to 
each one is attached a strong muscle 
which the insect can tighten or relax 
at will. It makes a sound something 
line beating on a tin pan, and will 
drown out every other musical note 
of the summer day. 

Another queer player is the death- 
watch beetle. He burrows into old 
wood, and makes a tap, tap, tap, as he 
pushes along. The longicorn beetle 
produces a rattling sound by the fric- 
tion of his scaly neck. Many others of 
our fairylike friends have musical ar- 
rangements that make us think of fid- 
dies. In fact tie violins of our own 
use were probably suggested by these 
little fiddlers of nature.

000,00@," said Prof. Stirling, “giving 
a superficial area exposed to the air 
and the blood film in the inm re- 
ceases of the lungs equal to 200 equare 
yards, through which the exchanges 
of the gases of the air and those in 
the blood take place.” 

Every organ in the body becomes a 
fascinating wonder when seen 
through Prof. Stirling’s spectacles. 

“Each human kidney,” he said, 
“eontains, roughly, 450,000 micro- 
scopic filters, making 900,000 in all, 
and a corresponding number of 
primary drainage tubes. The pig's 
kiineys have at least 1,000,000 such 
filters. 

“In connection with this filtering 
apparatus, in man, there are at least 
4.500.000 miscroscopic vessels inside 
the filtering apparatus, and these in 
their turn give rise to 11,250,000 in- 
tra-glomerular capillary vessels 
through which the filtration of water 
takes place. 

“A more formidable problem con- 
fronts us in the study of the liver 
the largest gland in the body, weigh- 
ing about 4% pounds, on an aver- 


age. | 

“Tt ie an immense aggregation of 
cells arrang in lobules. each lobule 
being about a millimeter in diameter, 
so that there are over 1.100.000 simi- 
lar chemical factories united in one 
great chemical and metabolic fac- 
tory, all enclosed within one commor 
capsule. 

“The number of cells in the liver 
amounts to 350.000.000.000, supplied 
by 100,000,000,000 tubular blood ves- 
sels, white the capillaries in the bile 
system number 700,000,000,- 

“The@nternal combustion principle 
is an approach to what obtains in the 
animal body. The muscles are the 
motor apparatus. In the motor ap- 
paratus iteelf is generated the en- 
ergy for the production of heat and 
movement. The blood stream sup- 
plies both the material, fuel. and the 
energy, and into ſt are discharged the 
waste products and the superfluous 
energy which is used to heat other 
parts of the organism.

It might be interesting to know 
that the Los Angeles Symphony Or- 
chestra begins its sixteenth consecu- 
tive season at the Auditorium, Fri- 
day afternoon, November 22, and each 
year six to ten concerts have been 
given at a remarkably low price of ad- 
mission. Though no year has been 
profitable, the deficit has been cheer- 
fully met by special contributors from 


guarantors. 

Three hundred and fifty seats are 
sold to students at 25 cents for each 
concert. Many reductions are made 
to accommodate teachers, students 
and musicians and Los Angeles is the 
one city with a population less than 
half a million that has been able to 
continue the work each season.

GRAND OPERA PACKS UP 


AND SONG BIRDS FLIT. 


BY HECTOR ALLIOT. 


PHILE the strains of Bizet's 
great opera were being played 
last night the Lambardi com- 
pany, like Bedouins of old, were 
making preparations for moving to 
another promising land. 

The midnight train took actors, 
scenery, musicians and impedimenta 
to Portland, Or., where, if good for- 
tune smiles upon the aggregation, 
they will open at 8:30 Monday night. 

Like migratory song birds, grand 
opera people always move in flocks, 
especially the foreigners. 

As most of them do not speak Eng- 
lish, they feel lost in almost any city 


of this continent, which does not boast 


of a large colony of their own coun- 


trymen. 


The stage entrance is the only place 
where most of them feel really safe 
and at home. From early afternoon 
to the small hours of the night they 
congregate there. 

The talk opera and comment, criti- 
cise the appearance, habits and ac- 
tions of each member of the com- 
pany. A grand opera company is a 
big family without secrets, as every- 
one knows, in its most minute detalis, 
everything everybody does, likes and 
almost thinks. 

The stage door is the opera forum 
where all gossips true and improb- 
able are dealt with. It is the cdearing- 
house of attitudes and temperamental 
conditions. 

On the eve of departure the song 
birds’ roost becomes agitated; a sub- 


dued excitement is in the air. Mov- 


ing some one hundred and fifty peo- 
ple with trunks, innumerable parcels, 
and six truck loads of scenery is no 
small matter. 

In the uncertainty of things oper- 
atic, the last hour is always one of 
great mental tension and nervous- 
ness. 
Everybody touches elbow as each 
seems to fear to be left behind. 

The only man who looked happy 
over the prospects of sleeping forty- 
eight hours was Puglia, the efficient 
stage manager, who directed so well 
the presentations of the intricate 
scenic effects in “Conchita” and 
Salome.“ 

Puglia has been living behind the 
scenes of the Auditorium for three 
weeks. The only palms he has seen 
were the ones borrowed for “La Tra- 
viata.” He knows no more of Los 
Angeles than if he had remained in 
Italy. His vision is limited to the 
chiaro-obscuro. of the playhouse, 
visions of trunks and paper castles 
and painted moonlights. The Audi- 
torilum was his goal when he alighted 
from the train late three weeks ago. 
The station was his other goal last 
night, with visions of a teahouse in 
Nagasaki, set up in record time, on 


arrival in Portland, if the train is not 
too late. 

To be chief of transportation and 
engineer of works is no small job 
in operatic production. The most ar- 
duous undertaking connected with it 
all. But Puglia works for fourteen 
hours, and sleeps like a babe. He is 
the most calm, soft-voiced, yet fine 
executive I have met in years. Rare, 
indeed, it is to find such a precious 
aid among mercurial Latins. 

While the members of the chorus 
and fifty others were discussing the 
beauties of our southern land and at- 
tempting to picture the new land of 
Oregon, unknown to most of them, 
the triumphs that the future held in 
store for them, Cerati was sitting on 
a much-labelled trunk and thought- 
fully looked at the end of his shoes. 
I did not think wise to disturb his 
meditations. 

Cerati is the only silent member of 
the Lambardi company, the only 
player who sings with his hands. 

The company has been here for 
three weeks, a few have seen his 
finger but no one has seen or heard 
this very important personality. 

In the center of the footlights 
everybody noticed a beehive-like 
box. This is where Cerati, prompter 
and assistant director, sits, facing the 
players. Through the use of a spe- 
cial sign language he starts the sing- 
er in his part, stops him and directs 
the work of principals and choruses. 

His work in Europe is not easy. He 
must know, practically by heart, all 
the operas his compa 
exits, arias, duet’ a what 
no 

But a prompter in America, direct- 
ing work in a foreign tongue, has a 
very difficult role, indeed. We are 
too impatient here; the play must 
stop at 11 or a little later: inter- 
missions must be very short. While 
the opera in Germany, France or 
Italy stops when it stops, anywhere 
about midnight or beyond. This 
method could not be followed with 
success here, hence elimination of 
unessential parts is necessary. The 
trained actor often forgets that he 
must omit this little scene or that by- 
Play; Cerati is in the beehive to 
steer his course. His order must be 
immediate, sure and clear. 

The nervous strain of innumerable 
rehearsais and twenty-four per- 
formances is enormous. He, too, 
looked upon a vacation of forty-eight 
hours with pleasant anticipation. 

Then the trucks moved slowly on, 
one by one. Behind the groaning 
load of palaces and gardens, cos- 
tumes and arms, sileritly followed as 
a guard of honor, a great number of 
singers, preceeded by Puglia, to the 
nearest tramway. The Lambardi 
caravan had struck camp and was 
on the march toward unconquered 
new lands.
